BETHANY AVIATION FIELD, RHEIMS, France, Aug. 25.— 
Paulhan, the French aviator, flying over the 10-kilometer course 
here today, beat the distance record previously held by the Wright 


brothers. 


He was competing for the Prix de la Champagne and covered 


a distance of 131 kilometers (81.35 miles) in two hours 43 minutes. 
The distance between turns was not counted. 
His time at the end of the twelfth 


and 24 seconds.

fuel gave out. 

The Wright record for distance is 73 
miles, according to the official measur- 
ing. This does not count the curves in 
flight.

This 
record was exceeded by Roger Sommer 
“on Aug. 7, but the timing was not of-

Curtiss covered a lap of the course 
this afternoon at a rate of speed that, 
according to unofficial timing, broke 
the record for this distance, made yes- 
terday by Bleriot, 8 minutes 4 2-5 sec- 
onds. Curtiss himself made the record 
that fell before Bleriot, covering the 
distance in 8 minutes 35 2-5 seconds. 

But when the official time was given 
out it was seen that Curtiss had tied 
Bleriot. His time also was 8 minutes 
4 2-5 seconds. 

Curtiss has been invited to give fly- 
ing exhibitions in Belgium, Germany and 
England.

UN HARRIMAN'S 
PRESENT HEALTH 


Financier Begins “After-Cure” 
at His Estate in New York 
Mountains. 


STAY IS INDEFINITE 


Will Remain in Strict Seclu- 
sion Until He Regains His 
Normal Strength,

ARDEN, N. Y., Aug. 2%.—Edward H. 


Harriman, the “Sick Man of America,” 
began his “‘after-cure”’ at his mountain 
home here this morning. Although he is 
secluded within the huge estate in whicn 
his great house stands. he is watched 


by the eyes of the whoie country. 

The press associations have men here 
seeking every word bearing on the rail- 
road king’s health, and every fact bear- 
ing on his condition will be given to 
the world. 

Mr. Harriman was resting quietly 
and had not been disturbed at 11:30. The 
general counsel of the Southern Pacific, 
Judge Lovett, has gone to see him. 

When Mr. Harriman awoke this morn- 
ing he surveyed for the first time the 
matchless view of the Ramapo Valley 
from his magnificent home perched on 
a peak 3600 feet above sea level. It was 
dusk when he arrived last night, the 
electric lights were burning and he 
could not get a good yiew of the thou- 
sands of acres. 

Delighted to Be Home. 

On arriving at his home on the moun- 
tain top last night, Mr. Harriman re- 
peatedly expressed his delight at the 
progress made during his absence in 
cempleting the house and grading the 
grounds, and declared his pleasure in 
being home again. ‘‘The German food 
may be all right and the champagne 
oaths may be all right, but the rest 
cure here will be the only cure for me,” 
he declared. He walked without assist- 
ance from his car to his automobile at 
the -Arden Station. © 

Arriving at the house, he assisted 
Mrs. Harriman from the cat and walked 
a distance of two city blocks to the 
entrance, Without assistance, but aid- 
ing himself by holding to the railing, 
Mr. Harriman climbed a flight of steps 
leading to the terrace garden and en- 
tered the house from the terrace. 

Although a small army of reporters 
reffiained near the great stone mansion, 
which is the nucleus of a $2,000,000 estate, 
all night the private electric lighting 
plant was shut down soon after 10 
o’clock and darkness in Mr. Harriman’s 
suite of rooms indicated that the finan- 
cier and railroad magnate had retired. 


Physician Remains Silent. 
Efforts to obtain an official statement 


jfrom Mr. Harriman’s physician as to 
his exact condition or his prospect of 
recoyery have failed. Dr. Lyle, the 
financier’s chief physician, said that 
the family did not desire him to make 
such a statement. There is little doubt, 
however, that financial circles have been 
largely reassured by Mr. Harriman’s 
buoyant spirits on his arrival from Eu- 
rope yesterday and by his eagerness t.) 
talk with reporters and by his frankness. 

Mr. Harriman would have talked with 
the newspaper men all the way from 
Jersey City to Arden in his private car 
had not his companions objected. Even 
on reaching his country estate he 
Seemed eager to speak for publication 
and the lightness of his spirits had been 
diminished in no way by the fatigue of 
the journey from the ship. 

Will Rest to Regain Strength. 

The convalescence of the distinguished 
invalid is a matter of conjecture. He | 
has decided definitely to remain at his | 
estate here until he has fully recovered 
his normal strength, which he admits 
is now at a low ebb.

For 15 years prior to the fall of 1908 
Mr. Ammon was secretary of the Stan- 
dard Building and Loan Association of 
this city. The association was capital- 
ized at $500,000. Ammon had custody of 
the association's funds while in office. 
D. V. Johnson, an expert connected with 
a Philadelphia firm of accountants, had 
been recently employed to go over Am-

pursuit of Zott and Miss Randolph at 
12:30 a. m. But the horse had als» 
escaped. Frightened by a car, it had 
dashed across Grand avenue, wrecked 
the buggy against a lamp post and had 
run west out Magnolia avenue, drag- 
ging the broken tnills. 

The horse was caught beyond King’s 
highway and was taken in charge by a 
Mounted District policeman. Stroud 
was not caught, and when an attempt 
was made to communicate with him fm 
his room at the American Hotel 
Wednesday, he did not answer. 

“I used to go with Mr. Stroud a 
g00d deal,”’ said Miss Randolph to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at her home, 
“but after he told me he had a wife 
at his former home in Rogers, Ark., I 
let him alone. 

Abandoneg Drowsy Escort. 

“Yesterday evening he invited me 
for a buggy ride, and I thought it would 
do no harm to go. We took dinner 
at the American, and then we drove 
around for some time, and finally 
stopped at a summer garden at Grand 
and Magnolia. 

“Mr. Stroud became drowsy while we 
were sitting there, and when I _ got 
ready to leave he was asleep. I saw 
Walter Zott sitting at a table near by. 
[ have known Zott a good many years 
and I asked him to take me home. 

‘Before we had gone a block, Stroud 
came running out, unhitched his horse 
and drove up to us. 

“*You’ve got my diamond ring,’ 
yelled.

Flung Ring in His Face. 

“As he got out of the buggy, 1 Siune 
his old ring right in his face. He gave 
it to me several months ago. 

“He picked it up, and started after 
us. I saw a policeman coming out of 
the station a half block away, and 
called him, and he went home with 
us. Stroud must have taken a car, for 
when we got to my heuse he was there 
waiting. 

“When:-he saw the policeman he ran, 
and the policeman chased him through 
the Old Picker’s Cemetery, but never 
caught him. Then the policeman came 
back and stood in front of our house 
until nearly 4 o'clock. 

“Stroud used to be president of a 
bank in Rogers, Ark., and has a lot 
of money—as much as $900,000, I have 
heard.

HOSPITAL WARDS 


Burglar. Pursued by Armed 
Patrolmen, Causes Panic in 
St. Luke’s

Fugitive Scampers From Floor 

to Floor, Unheeding

A negro burglar, fleeing from the 
home of Col. Samuel L. Fordyce, 21 
Washington terrace, and chased by a 
policeman with a revolver in his hand, 
sought to elude his pursuer by -run- 
ning into St. Luke’s Hospital, Delmar 
boulevard and Belt avenue, Wednesday. 

The negro ran from floor to, floor, 
threading his way from one ward to 
another, darting between cots and lead- 
ing the policeman a scrambling chase 
Patients: screamed with fright and the 
hospital was in a panic by the strange 
intrusion. The negro was captured. at 
the front door as he was about 'to 
flee into the street again. 

Patrolman Frank Ryan was passing 
the Fordyce home. He saw a negro run- 
ning from the house toward Delmar 
boulevard. A negress was running after 
him, screaming. The policeman jumped 
into the action and the negro, who had 
a bundle under his arm, threw that 
away and redoubled his efforts. 

Policeman Follows With Revolver. 

He circled about when Belt avenue 
Was reached and without a pause 
dashed across the lawn and into the 
hospital, where frighteend men. and 
women drew “back in astonishment, The 
policeman was immediately behind him. 

The negro dodged hither and thither. 
through door after door, around corner 
after corner. Several times the police- 
man lifted his révolver to shoot, but re- 
frained, fearing to hit someone other 
than the fugitive. 

The negro quit dodging on the first 
floor and took to tne stairs. He ran 
anywhere the fancy seized him-to run. 
A ward was no better than a hallway 
or a corridor to him, and he paid no 
heed to the frantic outcries of scarei 
patients. 

He circled about cots and used them 
as buffeis between himself and his 
pursuer. 
After he had made his way in and 
out and all around the second floor, he 
tried the third, repeating there the tac- 
tics that had won him respite from cap- 
ture on the first and second floors. He 
seemed trying to wind the policeman. 

After an exciting race on the third 
floor the chase dropped to the second 
again, where the whole performance 
was repeated, and azain on the first. 
Thinking his pursuer was too far gone 
to carry the chase into the street suc- 
cessfully, the negro made for the front 
door. Just as he was at his goal Ryan 
reached out and seized him by the col- 
lar. 

MBooty Found on Prisoner. 

At the Page Avenue Police Station the 
negro said his name was Robert Wil- 
son. As evidence of his mission in the 
Fordyce home a cigar—one of Col. For- 
dyce’s private brand—was found in his 
pocket. He -also had $3, taken from a 
servant girl's purse. 

The Fordyce family is out of the city 
and the daylight burglar was observed 
by Ella Kleins, a negro washwoman, 
who was pursuing him when they were 
seen by Policeman Ryan. 

The bundle dropped by the negro con- 
tained his shoes, which he had removed 
and wrapped up on entering the house.

‘I went with him, and he put me 
into a wagon with Alva Leonard. Leon- 
ard drove me as far as Greencastle, 
Ind., where Everett Fyke overtook us, 
and a few miles further on we took 
Charles Fyke aboard. 
“They knew that I knew that Charlies 
Fyke was wanted for trying to kill his 
wife, so they guarded me closely.

SHOCKS FELT IN NORTH 


Zone of Damage Taxes in All 
of the Province of 
Sernia.

SIENA, Italy, Aug. 2%.—A heavy 


earthquake was felt throughout the 
province of Siena at 1:8 a. m. today. 
Practically all the houses in San Loren- 
zo were destroyed or badly damaged. 
Many persons were injured. 

The quake was felt most severely 
within a radius of 2 miles from Siena. 
Considerable damage was done at Buon- 
oconvento. Several houses collapsed 


and one person was killed. Several per- 
sons were injured at Monteroni. 

The shock was recorded at Piombino, 
on the coast, about fifty miles south- 
west of Siena, at 1:5 a. m., and there 
was a repetition five minutes later. The 
people fled from their homes, but -no 
damage has been reported. 

Siena itself escaped with a severe 
shaking. The people were badly fright- 
ened, however, and rushed out of their 
houses and wandered about in a state 
of semi-panic until assured the quakes 
were over. 


Siena province has an area of 1470 
square miles and a population of 233,000, 
The city of Siena is at an altitude of 
1000 feet and counts 30,000 inhabitants. 
It is in Tuscany, Northern Italy. 

San Lorenzo, Buonoconvento, Monte- 
roni and Piombino are villages with 
populations ranging from 1000 to 4000, 
All three towns are about one hundred 
and twenty miles of Rome and at the 
opposite end of the peninsula from 
Messina.

Secretary Pierce Making In- 
quiry Into Cheap Prices 
in Oklahoma. 


By Wire From the Washington Ru- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Acting Sec- 


retary Pierce of the Interior Depart- 
ment today took the first step of the 
Government war to protect the Indian 
and independent oil producers from the 
hold-up inaugurated by the Standard 
Oil Co. He summoned to Washington 
Dana A. Keisev. union agent in cnarge 
of the Indiin tribes in Oklahoma _ to 
confer with the ofticteais of the Demar:- 
ment about rhe proposed oil investiga- 
tion contemplated by Secretary Pierce. 
Mr. Kels«’* has been in Oxlahoma for 
a number of years and he is perfectly 
familiar with oil conditions there. 

Mr. Pierce threw a bombshell into the 
camp of the three pipe lines of Okla- 
homa by announcing he would be loath 
to accept the reduction from 41 cents 
to 35 cents in the price of oil. That the 
investigation proposed by Mr. Pierce will 
lead to a prosecution of the o° compa- 
nies under the Sherman and Hepburn 
acts is an admitted possibility since the 
summoning of Kelsey. 

The three pipe lines fromthe Okla- 
homa fields are the only means whereby 
the oil may be transported, and the De- 
partment will endeavor to find out 
whether there is a hard and fast com- 
bination among these companies to keep 
the price of oi] down. With all con- 
trolled by the Standard, and the same 
kind of oil selling for $1 pe: barrel else- 
where, Mr. Pierce cannot see why it 
should be worth but 35 cents in Okla- 
homa.

Joseph Chartrand, lone survivor of the 
old French colony at Cahokia, compan- 


ion of Fremont, the ‘‘pathfinder,’’ and 
friend of John Jacob Astor, is dead. He 
was 93 years old and had been in failing 
health on account of his age for months 
ac the home of his son, George, south 
or East St. Louis near Cahokia. 

Chartrand was born in Cahokia be- 
fore East St. Louis was on the map 
and in his barefooted youth played 
about the historic Cahokia Courthouse, 
the oldest in the Mississippi Valley. He 
became a trader for the Hudson Bay 
Co., and in that capacity journeyed to 
the Little Fork River, near Fort Fran- 
cis, Ontario, where he met Astor, then 
amassing the foundation for the great 
Astor fortune in the fur trade. 

Made Money in Real Estate. 

The two became good friends, and 
subsequently Astor visited Chartrand 
and was induced to invest in East St. 
Louis property, in the future of which 
Chartrand had the utmost faith. The 
property Astor bought is still known as 
the Astor tract lies in Edgemont, x 
suburb of East St. Louis, now thickly 
populated. But Astor sold it soon after 
he bought it, because he feared over- 
flows would prevent its becoming highly 
valuable. 

Chartrand had no such fears, and he 
beught several hundred acres of land in 
what is now East St. Louis at $10 an 
acre, subsequently selling it at huge 
profits, some of it for $750 an acre. His 
real estate ventures brought him a 
substantial fortune. He bred Canadian 
ponies and sold them to the settlers 
after he. retired from the fur tradin, 
business. e 

Travele@ With Fremont. 

While still a trader Chartrand made 

a journey of exploration with Fremont 


‘to the Red River of the. North. This 


was when he had reached middle age, 
and he began to take on flesh so rap- 
idly that an active life soon became 
impossidle. He attained a weight of 
255 pounds and abandoned the pony he 
had been accustomed to ride for a bug- 
BY. 

As East St. Louls grew the old set- 
tler in his buggy was a familiar sight 
at street corners, gossipping with 
tradesmen. 

Chartrand died Tuesday afternoon 
and the funeral. wil] take place Friday 
from St. Mary’s Church, for which he 
donated the sanctuary lamp, to Mount 
Carmel Cemetery. Joseph Etienne, Vi- 
tal Binnette, Baptiste Le Tempt, Henri 
Trendley, Henry Rowe and Louis But- 
ler will be pallbearers.

New York Man Attacked in 
Cartegena and Left for 
Dead.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 25.—Steamship 
passengers arriving from Colombia re- 
port the attempted assassination and 
serious wounding by two Colembians 
of William B. McMasters ef New York, 
United States Vice-Consul at Cartagena. 
The attack was the outgrowth of anti- 
American feeling there. 

McMasters was at his home in Carta- 
gena on the evening of July 24 when 
Lara Cenoba, editor of an anti-Ameri- 
can newspaper in Cartagena, accompa- 
nied by a friend, broke in on him. The 
two were armed with knives and re- 
volvers. 

McMasters put up a brave defense, 
but was badly wounded in a dozen 
places and left for dead. A bullet 
grazed his forehead, and he was 
stabbed in the head and abdomen. It 
is hoped, despite the severity of his 
wounds, that McMasters will recover. 
His assailants were not arrested until 
the next day. They are beth in prison. 
An official account of the outrage has 
been sent to the State Department at 
Washington and it is understood that 
the legation at Bogota has demanded 
satisfaction.

‘SHIP CAPTANS 


MUST WATCH OUT 
FOR SMUGGLERS 


Treasury Department Adopts 
New Rule Regarding Cus- 
toms Violations. 





FINES TO BE IMPOSED 


Previous Plan of Extending 
Leniency Will Not Be Fol- 
lowed Hereafter. 


By Wire From the Washington Bur 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—That the 
Treasury Department hag adopted a 
general system of closer espionage on 
the officers and men of vessels entering 
American ports in order to prevent 
smuggling was made evident today by 
the statement that no leniency will be 
shown any offender against the cus- 
toms laws whatever his official position 
in the maritime service. 

It was learned that for many years 
it has been the custom of the Govern- 
ment either to remit“tr to mitigate in 
some degreé the pemalty assessed 
against employes of trans-Atlantic lines 
caught smuggling dutiable goods into 
the United States. In almost every case 
it has been proved that the master of 
vessel was in no way to blame. 

Captains to Be Responsible. 

In spite of this fact, however, the 
Treasury Department intends in future 
to make the captain or master of the 
vessel whose employe shall be caught 
smuggling responsible for the crime. 
This policy, it was stated, would force 
captains to exercise much greater care 
than hitherto. They will not permit 
any article of dutiable merchandise to 
be taken on board at foreign ports with- 
out incorporating its value in the ship’s 
manifest. : 

The customs division is confident that 
a captain who knows that he will be 
forced to pay a $400 fine as well as the 
amount of the value of the goods not 
entered on the list,-wWill be very careful 
to see that none of his crew has in 
possession any article on which duty 
can be claimed. The full penalty will 
be pressed against the offenders from 
captain down to A. B. at all the ports 
of entry of the United States. 

Cases Kept Off Record. 

Many of the individual smuggling ex- 
peditions in which officers and men of 
vessels have figured have not been com- 
municated to the Treasury Department. 
If no protest is made by the captain of 
the vessel and the fine is paid, the case 
does not become a part of the record of 
the customs division. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
full authority to remit either the whole 
or part of the amount of the penalty. 
The chief of the customs division, 
Charles P. Montgomery, has decided not 
to recommend leniency in any case 
where smuggling has been established. 

Mr. Montgomery today declared that 
collector Loeb would press the law 
against the millionaire smugglers with 
the same severity that he would use 
against the little offender.

Cruise Across the 
Pacific. 


TO BE GONE 5 MONTHS 


Journey Will Cover 28,000 
Miles—Will Start Next 
Week.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Another 
“peace” fleet is to be sent into the 
Pacific by Uncle Sam. It will comprise 
eight vessels of war, just one-half as 
many as circled the world on a similar 
mission. It will be composed of the 
strongest and fastest cruisers in the 
naval force and will leave San Fran- 
cisco a week from next Sunday and be 
occupied with its mission, which is de- 
clared to be friendly, more than five 
months. The vessels which have been 
ordered to prepare for the journey are 
the fully armored cruisers Tennessee, 
California, South Dakota, Washington, 
West Virginia, Colorado, Maryland and 

Pennsylvania. | 

According to the Navy Department’s 
schedule of their 28,000-mile journey the 
cruisers will arrive at Honolulu Sept. 
ll, where they will remain until Oct. 5. 
They will spend a week at Nares Har- 
bor in the Admiralty Islands, arriving 
Oct. 18 and leaving for Manila Oct. 24. 
They will reach the Philippine capital 
Nov. 1. 

Will Have Guanery Practice. 

While in the Philippine archapelago 
the squadron vill engage in gunnery 
practice and will spend a month in the 
islands. Dec. 1 ig the tentative date for 
their departure fr.m Manila. The Ten- 
nessee and Washington will go to Woo- 
sung, the California and South Dakota 
to several Chinese ports and proceeding 
to Yokohama. The West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania will visit Hongkong and 
Kobe, and the Colorado and Maryland 
the same points at a later date. The 
whole squadron will reassenible at 
Yokohama and will sail for home Jan. 
19, 1910. 

On the return trip a second stop of a 
week will be made at Honolulu. 

None of these cruisers has been com- 
missioned longer than four years. They 
are all of the first-class armored type 
and are all 22-knot ships and range in 
displacement from 13,000 to 15,000 tons. 
The California, Colorado, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, South Dakota and West 
Virginia have each four 8-inch gung in 
their main batteries and each fourteen 
6-inch rapid-fire guns. 

Two Have 10-Inch Guns. 

The Tennessee and Washington carry 
four 10-inch guns and sixteen 6-inch 
guns in their main batteries. The ag- 
gregate tonnage of the eight cruisers is 
more than half of that of the 16 bat- 
tleships sent around the world, though 
the armament is not more than one- 
fourth of the battleship squadron, 

The Glacier will accompany the squad- 
ron as supply ship.

The St. Louls freight depot ef the 
Vandalia Railroad, the Western line of 
the Pennsylvania System, is to be re- 
opened a year from Jan. 1, 1910. This 
announcement was made in a letter 
to Mayor Kreismann, received Tues- 
day. 

The decision of the Vandalia is a di- 
rect outgrowth of the recent agitation 
for St. Louis freight terminals, inaugu- 
ruted by the Terminals Commission, and 
vigorously pushed by the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association. The Burlington’s 
lease on the Vandalia’s depot will ex- 
pire on the date mentioned. 

The Wabash, Chicago & Eastern IIli- 
nois and the Loliisville & Nashville now 
maintain St. Louis freight terminals, 
and it is believed in railroad and’ busi- 
ness circles that the Vandalia’s an- 
nouncement will force other Eastern 
reads to do the same. 

Defers to Wishes. 


The Vandalia’s announcement was 
made by General Manager B. McKeen. 
His letter to the Mayor reads: 
“In deference to the wishes of your 
Commission and the citizens of S8t. 
Louis, as expressed at the meeting of 
the Municipal Bridge and Terminals 
Commission, held in your office June 7, 
1909, the Vandalia Railroad begs to an- 
nounce that it will, at the expiration of 
the lease to the Burlington Railroad, 
which lease expires Jan. 1, 1911, open 
and operate its freight terminal sta- 
tion, located at Main and O'Fallon 
streets, St, Louis, Mo.” 
Mayor Kreismann wrote in reply: 
Will Ercourage Shippers. 
“In behalf of the Municipal Bridge 
and Terminals Commission, I beg to 
acknowiedge receipt of your favor of 
the 23d ins:., announcing that the Van- 
dalia Ralilroai would open and operate 
its freight termina! station, located at

Was One of Wellston Crowd 
Remonstrating When White 
Man Broke ‘ile. 





LYNCHING THREATENED 


Blacks Declare Slayer Had 
Frequently Interfered With 
Building of Drain. 


The unrest over civic affairs, which 
has agitated Wellston since that sub- 


urb’s incorporation as a city, was ag- 
gravated by the fatal shooting of John 
Price, a negro, 68 years old, by Florian 
Volz of 6161 Page boulevard, Tuesday 
evening. 

The killing of the negro was the 
outgrowth of a quarrel over a sewer. 
Several negro property owners had 
Price employed to lay tile across Bertha 
avenue to an open ditch. Volz com- 


‘'nlained that the sewage was carried 


oward his home in this open ditch. 

He had several times broken up tile 
placed there by the negroes, and there 
had been frequent quarrels and threats 
made by both sides. Tuesday evening 
Volz had repeated his tile breaking and 
had stopped up the sewer laid by the 
negroes. 


Fired Into Crowd. 
A bitter quarrel was in progress be- 


tween Volz and several negroes. Volz 
carried a rifle when he went to demol- 
ish the tile and in the midst of the 
quarrel he leveled the weapon and fired 
three shots. 

Two shots went wild. The _ third 
struck Price in the heart, killing him 
instantly. The negroes in the neighbor- 
hood were much excited over the shoot- 
ing and threats were made to lynch 
Volz, who hurried into his own home 
after killing Price. 

He was taken away by Mayor Roy C. 
Woods, who caused him to be locked 
up in Wellston and later transferred to 
Clayton and placed in jail. The Mayor 
sent policemen to the scene of the kill- 
ing and dispersed the crowd. 

Incorporation Not Involved. 

“The incorporation fight was not in- 
volved in the killing,’ said the Mayor, 
“although there seems to be an im- 
pression that it was. The only person 
I heard say so, however, was Coroner 
Bracy. If Volz was an incorporation- 
ist and the killing had grown out of 
trouble on that account, I wouldn’t be 
going out of my way, as I have, to be 
prosecuting him.’ 

The annexationists in Wellston assert 
that the tragedy has brought to the at- 
tention of the people the necessity for 
some radical change in the administra- 
tion of affairs and particularly in the 
sewer system.

day afternoon on the clean-shaven 
lawn that surrounds Marble House, 
. Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont’s home at 
Newport, and—and there’s no use min- 
cing words about it—society conquered 
suffrage. 

Ten years ago society would have 
given suffrage what is known in the 
vernacular as the marble heart—yest >r- 
day it offered Marble House. And those 
of us who entered the sacred portals 
clinging to the skirts—or is it bloomers? 
—of the Cause, with a capital C—mar- 
velled at the wonders of art to which 
one ticket at $5 per admitted us. 


It was a great day for suffrage—at 
least so the professional suffragists who 
‘hovered everywhere asserted. When, 
they asked, had such a gathering of all 
the names known.to the Social Register 
assembled to discuss the question of 
“Votes for women?” 

When had a suffrage lecture been 
delivered to the representatives of s0 
many millions? 

I, an amateur suffragette, held «he 
epinion that a suffrage meeting of 300 
women who work for their livit.q would 
be more significant, but no one agreed 
with me. 

Came to See Harry Lehr, 
Remained to Listen to Talk. _ 
OCIETY summed up its opinion of 
S suffrage at the close of the Rev. 
Anna Shaw’s lecture in this wise: 
“Well, she didn’t make any great point, 
but she didn’t offend anybody.”’ 

And this, of course, is just what ruf- 
frage, tempered by seciety, should have 
said about it. 


Yet, the Rev. Anna Shaw was very 
much in earnest. She repeated the ar- 
guments in favor of votes for women 
that were older and more unanswerable 
than Plato, with conviction and fire. 
And: we, who had come to look at 
Harry Lehr, remained to listen to her— 
that is, all of us listened but the pro- 
fessional suffragists, who preferred to 
Stare at the marvels of the Leuis XIV 
interior of the Marble House and dis- 
course en its beauties and the conde- 
scension of Mrs. Belmont in exposing 
them to the rude gaze of the populace— 
at $ per for the Cause. 

For in accents that spoke their awe, 
women grown gray in the Cause, who 
were suffragists when the word was a 
byword that people employed to des- 
scribe a woman who wore bloomers and 
short hair, talked of the wonders of the 
' magnificent mansion to the utter ex- 
clusion ™® the important topic which 
they were assembled to discuss. 


Mre. Julia Ward Howe the 
Most Impressive of All.

| PUBLIC'TY THROUGH TAXATION. 

President Lehmann of the American Bar As- 
socistion does not agree with Judge Alton B. 
Parker that the new law imposing a Federal tax 
on corporations is a mdnace to the country, be- 
cause it represents an invasion of state’s rights 
and a far advance toward centralization. 

Judge Parker characterizes it as a deliberate 
attempt—a part of a carefully planned con- 
spiracy—to strengthen the power of the Wash- 
ington Government at. the expense of the people 
by overriding constitutional limitations without 
popular consent. 

On the contrary Mr. Lehmann, in his annual 
address, hails the law “as the opening door to 
regulation which will broaden with the years.” 
He finds the trust against which most state 
legislation is directed, obsolete and superseded 
by more effective monopoly organizations such 
as holding companies and consolidated corpora- 
tions. No headway apparently has been made 
against these perfected monopoly organizations 
which are legitimatized by some states. 

Mr. Lehmann finds pressing need of regulat- 
ing industrial corporations on the ground that, 
through control of commodities, they as well? 
as public carriers can and do restrain inter- 
state commerce. He reasons that they are 
subject to regulation because they are crea- 
tures of government without natural rights and 
that the right exercised by the Government 
from its beginning to eid industries through tar- 
iff laws carries with it the right and the duty to 
tax and reguiate them for the benefit and pro- 
tection of the public. 

This is not Democratic doctrine according to 
the fathers, but party »rinciples sometimes must 
be adjusted to new conditions. State lines do 
not corfine corporations and single states find 
themselves unable to control their operations. 
Publicity of all their operations is necessary to 
the protection of the public. This is especially 
true of the great corporations of national scope 
seeking nation-wide monopoly. Publicity is. in 
itself a potent regulator and an antidote of 
abuses. Moreover, it supplies information upon 
which effective regulation may be based. The 
chief argument for the corporation tax is its 
publicity feature.

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Judges Grosscup and Kohlsaat think there is a 
limit to the rate-making and traffic-regulating 
powers of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
But the limit is vague and the tendency is con- 
tinually to extend the boundaries. In the end the 
Commission is not likely to stop short. of com- 
plete control. | 
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NEW TARIFF NEEDS DEFENDING. 

Tariff agitation has not ceased. The country 
is not satisfied. In his wanderings as a Chau- 
tauqua lecturer, Senator La Follette has found 
only dissatisfaction with the. Aldrich-Payne law 
in the Middle West. Scores of letters received by 
him from the East convince him that the dis- 
satisfaction is as great there. New York dry 
goods jobbers have organized to fight the cot- 
ton schedule and purpose making their organiza- 
tion national in scope. And last in time, but 
first in importance, comes announcement that 
President Taft will defend the new tariff law 
in the home of its strongest enemies. 

The situation must be a¢ute when the Presi- 
dent has to defend in speech this new law. It 
is all in confirmation of the prediction of the 
Post-Dispatch that the final approval of the bill 
would mark not the end of the tariff contro- 
versy, but the beginning of a new agitation 
which will gather force until there is a final 
settlement in which account will be taken of the 
cost of living, and wealth, not poverty, will be 
taxed. 

Republican 'eaders are already receding from 
their attitude ot assumed indifference to con- 
sequences. “I see no reason why the country 
should not be satisfied,” is giving way to the idea 
that the country must be shown it is satisfied. 
They scoff at La Follette’s prediction of a break- 
ing of party lines. They sneer at Fowler’s at- 
tack on Cannon as an ebvullition of personal spite. 
They flout the report of an understanding be- 
tween Taft and Congressman Townsend against 
Cannon.

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THE ANTI-NOISE CRUSADE. 
Mrs. Isaac L?"Rice, whose anti-noise crusade 
has made some noise in Eastern cities, arrived in 
New York Friday from Europe, bringing de- 
lightful reports of the quiet which prevails in 
the Old World. 
Mrs. Rice reports that Germany is the quietest 
country. Even railroads stop blowing whistles 
after sundown, and warnings are given by blow- 
ing horns. There are 30 anti-noise societies 
representing as many German cities having a 
total membership of 1200. These societies issue 
blue books of hotels and apartments where one 
can *ave reasonable quiet, anc landlords pledge 
themselves not to rent apartments or rooms to 
persons who will not agree to make as little 
noise as possible Besides this, there is a perio4- 
ical report issued showing degrees of noise in 
various localities, so that renters can choose 
among apartments. These which have earned 
a character for quiet command higher rents. 
The effect has been a considerable diminution 
in noise. 
Tie Post-Dispatch has insisted that the anti- 
noise crusade must begin at home. Street noises 
can be left alone until people learn to keep quiet 
at home.’ While there is slamming of doors,

Captain’s Wife Sees Her Hus- 
band Drown After Bark 
Errol Is Wrecked. 





NO FOOD OR WATER 


Woman Believes Survivors 
Plan Resort to Cannibalism 
to Save Their Lives. 


By Associated Press. 

VICTORIA, B. C., Aug, 25.—A tragic 
story of the wreck of the Norwegian 
bark Errol, which struck Middlet»n 
Reef June 18, was brought to port today 
by the steamer Makura from Australia. 

Only five of the 22 men aboard the 
Erral were alive when the, wreck was 
discovered by the steamer Tafu. These 
were taken aboard. the Tafu, nearly 
dead, from thirst and starvation. 

Capt. Anderson and the second mate 
was drowned while building a raft. An- 
derson’s wife and children saw him dis- 
appear, and. finally, after others had 
succumbed and the remainder were 
weak from starvation, the captain’s wife 
drowned her four children under the im- 
pression ihat the five survivors were 
planning a resort to cannibalism. She 
followed her children into the waves. 


Survivor Tells of Wreck. . 
The five survivers were too far gone 


to talk much of their sufferings. Patrick 
Palmer, who joined the ship at Coquim- 
bo, said: 

“All of. us got away on a raft. We 
went all over the reef in search of 
water, but found none, and one of the 
party died there. We had some dif- 
ficulty in building the raft, and the 
captain and secend mate both were 
drewned. 

“The captain's wife stood within a few 
feet of him watching him, and she saw 
him drown as she stood there wringing 
her hands; she had her four children 
from baby, 1 year old. to the 8-year-eld 
girl, standing besfde her. 

‘“‘We thought we would he able te 
find water on the reef «nd save the lives 
of those we had left en the wreck, but 
these sailing directions lie. They said 
there was water there, a lifeboat and 
food, and there was no food and no life- 
boat. 

“Ole died, he fell cCown on the reef 
and drepped his head on his chest. He 
was lucky. 

‘There was another wreck on the reef 
and we thought it was a store ship. 
We boarded it but found nothing to eat. 
It was musty, old, and all it held was 
a bettle with about twu gills of water 
that must have been there for years, 
by the horrible taste of it. We then 
decided to build a punt from the wreck- 
age, and while we were working on 
this we lived on shell fish. 


Captain’s Wife Dies. 
Another survivor said that when the 


sufferers were sitting on the sand, the 
captain’s wife asked them not to eat 
her children. Her mind was gone. Sud- 
denly she ran into the sea and drowned 
her four children and herself. 

The steamer Tofu was bound from the 
islands to Sydney when two wrecks 
were seen at Middleton Reef, where 
formerly there had been but one. The 
steamer bore in and sent boats ashore. 

One of the wrecks was near the punt 
built by the survivors, who hysterically 
seized the jugs of weakened brandy and 
beef tea passed to them.
